Austrian admiralty has announeed its intention of thus establishing 
in the Adriatic a "war zone" similar to that established by the Ger- 
mans around the British Isle, the correspondent -\\h-cd. 


Sensational Report Unconfirmed 


NEW YORK. FEB. 22.—No confirmation was obtained today ol 


a report from Berlin last night that a British transport carrying Brit- 
ish troops and an accompanying steamer had been sunk in tho Eng- 
lish channel by a German submarine. Queries sent to the United 
States in London remained unanswered. 


This is taken to mean that the British censor is suppressing the 


report if true. Last night's report came via wireless from Germany 


Efforts at confirmation from'this source also failed until noon. 
BERLIN (By Wireless to Sajville, L. I), FEB. 22.—-A dispatch 


received here reports that a British transport bringing troops to 
Press in London remained unanswered.

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CANAL TOLLS SLASHED. 


Government Learns It 
Has Been 


Charging Illegal Rate. 


Panama, Feb. 22.—Under instruc- 


tions o£ Secretary Garrison of the war 
department at Washington, changes 
are being prepared in the regulations 
for computation o£ Panama -canal tolls 
which, it is estimated, will result in 
a decrease of approximately 20 per 
cent in the revenues of the canal from 
the classes of freight affected. 


It •was discovered that tne fixing ot 


tolls under the Panama canal rules 
at $1.20 per ton was illegal, tho rate 
being greater than that sanctioned by 
law. This arose from the difference 
between a ton as defined by the canal 
rules and a registered ton as meas- 
ured under the "Unjtsd States statutes 
for ship registration. The latter deflnt- 
tion was applied in the Panama canal 
act of congress, which provides tor a 
maximum charge of $1.25. 


The new rules will provide that tho 


aggregate tolls paid by a vessel at the 
rate of $1 20 per canal ton must not 
exceed the aggregate tolls as com- 
puted on the basis of $1.23 per regis- 
tered ton. 


The question arose 
specincal'y In 


connection with lumber deck loade. 
Pacific coast snippers -claimed that an 
illegally high rate was being charged 
for such loads. 


The revised rules will he promul- 


gated in conformity with an opinion 
of the attorney general. They prob- 
ably wiU result in the filing of many 
claims for a refund on tolls pai'l by 
ships which previously "have passed 
through the canal. 


Notwithstanding expectations to the 


contrary, both tolls and tonnage of 
the Panama canal for January showed 
an increase over any previous month 
since tue canal was opened for vrafllc 
en Aug. 13 last. During January the 
canal earned $4J 9,037 in 
tolls, de- 


rived from a total tonnage of 44S.957. 
The total tonnage is only a little more 
than that for November, the prc'.ious 
high month. The tolls are $7.H1 in 
excess of those for December, the pre- 
vious higa month for receipts. , 


Since the tanal was opened on Aug. 


15, it has cained $1,900,137 in tolls.
